All the seven major crime cate- 
gories increased except auto theft， 
which dropped 20 per cent. 

In the same period, total major 
crime in all of San Francisco in- 
creased by less 也 an one per cent. 

Ihe 提 gures shovwn are for the 
area from Filbert to Bush，and 
Leavenworth to 开 earmy。China- 
town?s_ retail district，Nob Hill， 
and Parts of Russian Hill and 
North Beach are included. 

Major crimes reported in the 
Chinatown area are listed in the 
following categories:

The biggest percentage- increase 
was for rape 一 42 per cent.

IThe evacuation and internment 
of JJapanese iDE Canada _ during 
World War II were more harsh and 
severe than in the United States.

At- 
tempts were maqde to separate 
family members. Men were sent to 
road construction camps,， families 
to sugar beet areas，women and 
chilqren to rehabilitated ghost 
towns.
